The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
ia  to  meei;  the  put  lie  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recoTit  years,  there  has  "been  an  Increasing  demand  from  agricultur-^ 
al  organiralionr.   coranercial  interests,   teachers,   legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  gTverniDsntal  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  heen  done  in  the  past  to  make  availahle 
data  for  each  county,  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  e-ssemhled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost»     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports-  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  Y,  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  project  55-1-72-155  of  the  Work  projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  28  and  30. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series,     Co-cial  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  d?la  en  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  the  ,e  data  by  townshiios  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  ]3:iT-  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGEI CULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  JASPSS  COOTTY 

Jasper  County,  estalDlished  January  13,  1840,  was  formerly  included  in 
the  original  county  of  Keokuk,     It  was  named  for  Sergeant  William  Jasper  of 
the  Revolutionary  War,    Poweshiek,  a  noted  Fox  Indian  Chief,  had  his  princi- 
pal village  in  this  county  on  Indian  Creek  and  a  smaller  village  a  mile  west 
of  the  present  site  of  Newton.     A  portion  of  the  county  was  opened  to  settle- 
ment in  May,  1843,  and  the  remainder  in  October,  1845.     William  Highland  and 
family,  the  first  white  settlers,  took  a  claim  in  a  grove  near  Monroe  in  May 
1843,     A  few  months  later,  Adam  M.  Toole,  John  Trost,  and  John  Vance  located 
in  the  same  vicinity  and  the  place  was  known  as  Toole's  Point.     In  1845, 
settlements  were  made  on  Clear  Creek  "by  Mr,  Knitz,  at  Hixson' s  Grove  by 
Jacob  Bennett,  and  on  the  site  of  Newton  by  Ballinger  Adelayette. 

The  county  was  formally  organized  in  1846  and  a  centrally  located  site 
was  selected  for  the  county-seat,    A  town  was  laid  out  here  and  called  Newton 
Ci  tyc 

In  1850,  commissioners  chostn  by  the  General  Assembly  to  select  a  site 
for  the  permanent  State  Capitol,  decided  on  a  tract  of  prairie  four  miles 
northwest  of  Toole's  point.     However,  the  State  refused  to  make  it  the  Cap- 
itol and  the  plat  was  vacated  and  returned  to  farms-     Monroe  was  laid  out 
at  Toole's  Point  by  Eavid  Hiskey  in  1856,     prairie  City  was  platted  in  1856 
by  James  Elliott  and  was  first  named  Elliott,     Kellogg,  which  was  first  called 
Jasper  City,  was  laid  out  in  September,  1865,  and  Colfax  on  the  Skunk  River 
was  named  for  Sshuyler  Colfax,  Vice-president  of  the  United  States,  j./ 

The  Mississippi  fe.nd  Missouri  Railroad,  predecessor  of  the  Rock  Island, 
came  into  the  county  in  I860, 

Area 

Jasper  County  is  approximately  24  by  30  miles  in  extent,  embracing  730 
square  miles,  or  467,200  acres»  _2/    Of  this  n'omber,  452,885  acres  are  farm 
land,  Zj     There  are  19  townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  seventh  in  point 
of  size  in  the  State, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Jasper  County  are  grouped  into  4  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land 
soils*  The  drift  soils  comprise  21,9  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  in- 
to Carrington  loams — 11.3  percent,   Carrington  fine  sand — 0,7  percent,  Shelby

surface  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Tama  silt  loam — 42,3  percent, 
Clinton  silt  loam^ — 12,8  percent,  Mascatine  silt  loam — 5^6  percent,  Grundy 
silt  loam^ — 0,9  percent,  Ilarion  silt  loam — 0,2  percent,  and  Knox  fine  sand 
►^O*?  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  1,9  percent  of  the  county  and  are 
composed  of  Bremer,  Waukesha,   Buckner,  O'Neill  and  Chariton  loams  and  fine 
sand.

Topography 

The  topography  of  Jasper  County  varies  from  rolling  to  strongly  rol- 
lings    This  is  the  general  characteristic  of  the  loess  covered  uplands  which 
extend  over  the  major  portion  of  the  county.     However,  the  surface  has  "been 
considerably  modified  "by  erosion.    Long,  irregular,  rather  flat  areas  are 
found  "between  the  main  streams  of  the  county  and  narrow  strips  of  "broken 
land  occur  along  the  deeper  stream  valleys.     In  several  places  along  the 
Skunk  River  there  are  sand  hills  and  ridges  which  form  a  distinct  surface 
feature.     In  the  northwestern  part  of  the  county  the  topography  is  generally 
smooth  to  level.     Terraces  or  second  bottoms  are  found  along  the  streams, 
Usually  5  to  20  feet  above  the  overflow  mark. 

The  drainage  of  the  county  is  accomplished  mainly  by  the  Skunk  River 
and  its  tributaries.     The  North  Skunk  River  drains  the  north  central  and 
eastern  parts  of  the  county „    Elk  Creek  drains  the  east  central  part  of  the 
southern  half,  and  the  northeastern  corner  is  drained  by  small  tributaries 
of  the  loFa  Riv<=ir',  the  southwest  corner  is  drained  by  small  tributaries  of 
the  Dos  Moines  River,  bj 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  49«7  degrees,  6^/ 
The  average  precipitation  for  32  years  (1899-1930)  was  31,73  inches,  and 
the  growing  season  averaged  159  days  between  the  killing  frost  date  of  April 
30  and  October  6,  recorded  from  1899  to  I930o  7/ 

population 

Jasper  County  has  experienced  a  rather  steady  growth  in  population.  In 
1930  there  were  45  persons  per  square  mile,  as  comDared  with  the  State  density

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born 
or  mixed  parentage  totaled  7^572,  or  23  percent  cf  the  total  population  of 
the  county.     Those  of  lutch  or  Hetherland  descent  led  with  2,338,     Those  of 
German  descent  follow&d  with  1,528  and  there  were937  of  English  descent. 
Other  nationalities  had  very  small  representations,  13/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  7  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — 5  elevators,  1  livestock  enterprise  and  1  produce  market. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  1,166  members,  of  which  785  were  active,  and  2,580 
persons  did  business  with  the  7  concernsc     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $733,591  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$70.,963  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively,     purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patronso  14/

The  record  year  for  apples  was  1884,  when  107,292  trees  and  718, 4C2 
"bushels  were  reported.  The  greatest  number  of  peach  trees,  18,000,  was 
recorded  in  1909,  but  the  greatest  production,  9,255  "bushels,  was  listed 
in  1934„  Th9  "best  year  for  pl-oms  and  cherries  was  1909,  In  that  year, 
plum  trees  yielded  2,813  "bushels,  and  24,045  cherry  trees  produced  8,528 
"bushels.  The  peak  year  for  grapes  was  1884,  when  47,241  vines  bore  285, 
934  pounds  of  grapes.  15/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'    statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lows:  (l)  all  corn,   (2)   corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage, 
(4)  corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off»     A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production,   the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied by  the  yield  (derived  by  dividing  total  "bushels  corn  husked  "by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  suTm::ations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown 
as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  offiv^s  he- 
cause  it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  test 
acreages  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest^  which  would  have  a  dif- 
ferent and  lower  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multi- 
plied "by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as 
husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  hy  townships.     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years,   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based 
only  on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acre- 
age is  shown  by  township  with  this  yieldj  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it 
by  the  acreage  shown  to  get  tota].  production  will  result  in  a  t'^o  high  fig- 
ure.    The  county  surar^ary  ta'ole  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have 
been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields 
may  legitimately  bs  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at 
total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  a.nd  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  com  yield  has  ■ 
been  assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utili zations^     The  county  yield  and  town- 
ship yields  are,   therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,
